Richard Caborn being drawn in a Sledge to the place of Execution and 
there put into the Cart with Eyes and hands lifzed up, beſought the great 
God of Heaven an Earth to have Mercy upon his poor ſoul which had but 
a few Moments reſpit e'r it muſt appear before him, and leaſt his prayers 
ſhould be Inſufficient to attoan for his manifold Tranſgreſfions , he earneſt- 
ly deſired the hearty Union of the SpeCtators in praying witch him,his Prayer 
to himſelf eaded, he faid he had been well decended and brought up in 
Learning and fuch other Educations as accompliſhed him to hive in the 
World ; but degenerating from his firſt Principals he fell into Evil Com- 
pany, who drew him into ſuch Prattices as were unlawful; and by reitter- 
ating his Crimes he was imboldened to wade deeper and fall into the ſnare 
that had brought him to ruin and confuſion, yet he hoped not but there was 
through the infinite goodnels of his God, Mercy in ſtore ( tho* by him unde- 
ſerved ) for his immortal foul, for whoſe Wellfare he was more {o licitous 
than Life, yet deſired all to take warning by his dowafal, and that they 
would our of all Love beware of Evil Company, which had brought him to
